2. The Course extends over a period of two years. Classes 
will be held in the mornings and evenirgs. The examination 
consists of two parts viz . Preliminary Examination after the end 
of First Year and Final Examination after the end of Second 
Year. 

3. Admission to the Course will be limited to 30 (thirty ) 
candidates. The minimum qualification prescribed for admission 
is a pass in the Intermediate or the University Previous Exa 
mination or equivalent. thereto.. Exemption from the minimum 
qualification may, however, be granted in special cases to candi 
dates who have passed the S.S.L C. Examination with eligibility 
for College admission or equivalent and possess knowledge in 
Typewriting and Shorthand . In such cases, a recommendation 
by the Chief Lecturer and Superintendent of the Diploma 
Course , after a test conducted for this purpose, is essential. 

4. Out of the 30 seats , 2 seats will be reserved for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 11 seats for Backward Classes . 
5. Details regarding fees: 
1. Tuition fee Rs. 60 per annum to be paid in 12 equal 

monthly instalments. 
2. Health Service fee - Re. 1 per annum . 
3. Library fee - Rs. 2 per annum . 
4. Exemption fee Rs. 10 (only for those who require 

exemption ) payable at the time of admis -lon . 
5. Examination fee Rs. 10 for Preliminary Examination 

and Rs. 15 for Final Examination . 
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6. Scholarships and Stipends : 

Two Scholarships of the annual value ofRs. 30 each will be 
awarded to tws soor students. Students belonging to Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled ribes and Backward Classes are eligible for 
the concession or stipends as per Government rules. 

7. The candidates should be prepared for interview and 
selection test. at their own cost. The place and time for inter 
view will be intimated in due course . Memos will be sent to the 
candidates selected for admission. They should join the class 
as per memos, failing which they may lose their chance.
